WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
President Truman’s tax program 
was reported today to call for a 
roll-back in excise tax rates and 
a “moderate” increase in corpora- 
tion taxes—the whole aimed to 
bring in upwards of one billion 
dollars more government rev- 
enue. 


One good source said it may ' thin 


not call for any increase in in- 
dividual income taxes. 

Truman will put his program 
before Congress next week in a 
special message. 

He called in House Democratic 
leaders and tax experts today to 
talk it over with them. They 
were pledged to secrecy and none 
would discuss details of the pro- 
gram for publication. 

‘They said that they had sug- 
gested some changes to the Presi- 


Indicated Details. 

But when the group returned 
to Capitol Hill there were indica- 
tions the President will recom- 
mend: 

1. A slash in excise levies, on 
such things, as furs, jewelry, 
luggage, communications . and 
transportation. It is not ex- 
pected the President will call 
for outright repeal of many, if 
any, of the excises, but will 
suggest a moderation of the 
rates. Not many persons be- 
lieve the $9-a-gallon excise on 
liquor will be reduced. 

2. An increase in corpora- 
tion taxes. The amount of the 
proposed increase was not dis- 
closed. The corporate tax now 
is 38 per cent of net income. 

3. Increases in estate and gift 
taxes. 

Crackdown on Evaders. 

4. A crackdown on tax-dodg- 
ers who are eseaping millions 
of dollars annually by not re- 
porting all of their income for 
tax purposes. 

-5. A closing of tax loopholes 
by which some taxpayers find 
legal means of reducing their 
taxes.

'1Cloudy and Warmer

Congress did not give it to him.

ALDERMEN GET 


BILLS TO AID FOWL, 
HORSES, RABBITS 


Bills designed to aid horses, 
rabbits, ducks and chicks were in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today at the request of the 


Humane Society of Missouri. 

One measure would make it a 
misdemeanor to operate a horse- 
drawn vehicle in the city without 
carrying a pail or bucket. The 
container, which would have to be 
big enough to hold at least 10 
qu of water, would serve as a 
substitute for the departed water- 
ing troughs. 

Another bill would prohibit 
sale of live fowl less than six 
weeks old in lots under a dozen 
and of live rabbits under six 
weeks old without a dam 
(mother). This is aimed at “in- 
human treatment” of. pets sold at 
Easter time, it was explained. 
The bills were introduced by 
Alderman Louis Berra. 


‘BIG INCH’ PIPELINE 
EXPLODES, FLAMES 
SHOOT 500 FEET UP 


CALDWELL, O., Jan. 20 (AP) 
—The “Big Inch” gas pipeline ex- 
ploded near here early today 


with a roar heard for miles. 
Flames appeared to reath 500 feet 
into the air. The flames de- 
stroyed one unoccupied farm 
house and barn, and threatened 
two other dwellings. 

Pipeline workers closed shut-off 
valves on either side of the 
break, and it took about an hour 
for the gas between the halves to 
become exhausted, patrolmen 
said. 

The pipeline carries natural 
gas from Texas to Midwestern and 
Eastern areas. 

Capt. Ray Miles of Glasgow, 
Mo., pilot of a A airliner 
bound from Newark, N. J., to 
Kansas City, reported he saw the 
flames from the pipeline as soon 
as he took off from the Pitts- 
burgh airport—about 100 miles 
away. The flames were visible

A’ $10,000,000 expansion of, the 
Veterans’ Hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks will add 544 beds and 
eight buildings to the present in- 
stitution, the United States Army 
Engineers announced today in 
calling for construction bids to be 
opened here March 8. 

New structures to be erected 
are an admission building, an- 
other to house infirm patients, 
one for mental cases, a medical 
rehabilitation building, a building 
for tubercular and neuropsychi- 
atric patients, a chapel, a kitchen 
and a boiler house. All .except 
the boiler house will be connected 
by inclosed corridors, 

Construction will require 18 
months to two years and will be- 
gin, barring unforeseen delay, 
possibly 30 days after contracts 
are awarded, it was announced by 
Col. Beverly C. Snow, St. Louis 
district engineer. 

The present Veterans’ Hospital 
has a capacity of 676 beds. The 
new buildings will be adjacent 
to the present hospital and will 
be under joint supervision.

U.S. THREATENS BREAK 


IF BULGARIA 


OUSTS ENVOY 


Note Tells Sofia to Withdraw Demand for 
Recall of Minister Heath or Rela- 


tions Will 


Be Severed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
The United States threatened to- 
day to’ bagak diplomatic relations 
with Bulgaria unless that Com- 
munist country withdraws its de- 


mand for the recall of American 
Minister Donald R. Heath from 


A note replying to the Bulgari- 
an recall request was ordered de- 
livered .> the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment in Sofia. It was also hand- 
ed to Peter Voutov, ranking Bul- 
garian diplomat here. 

The note said the demand for 
Heath’s recall was the latest of a 
“series of indignities and restric- 
tions” which have made it virtual- 
ly impossible for the United 
States diplomatic mission in Sofia 
to carry on its duties. 


Change in Conduct Demanded. 
The American note added: 
“Accordingly, unless the Bul- 

garian Government withdraws its 
note of Jan. 19 and demonstrates 
its willingness to observe estab- 
lished international: standards of 
conduct, the United States Gov- 
ernment must conclude that the 
Bulgarian Government does not 
desire to maintain norma? rela- 
tions. 

“In these circumstances the 
United States Government will be 
obliged to withdraw the United 
States diplomatic mission from 
Bulgaria and ask for the recall of 
the Bulgarian diplomatic mission 
from the United States.” 

Those actions would constitute 
a break of diplomatic relations, 
and the first with a satellite of 
Russia. 

The Bulgarian note of Jan. 19 
was the demand for Heath’s re- 
call. It was handed to the State 


Voutov, the Bulgarian charge 
d’affaires here. 
U.S. Denial of Charges.® 

The United States reply said 
“the charges on whith the Bul- 
garian Government has based this 
demand are wholly unfounded, as 
the Bulgarian Govérnment itself 
is fully aware.” The reply ac- 
cused Bulgaria of pursuing a 
“campaign of persecution against 
the legation’s Bulgarian employes 
whose only crime has been their 
association with the legation.” 

“This campaign has resulted in 
the execution of two such em- 
ployes, the death of a third after 
maltreatment by the police, and 
the arrest and torture of others. 
All of these employes were en- 
gaged only in such routine duties 
as is accepted as normal practice 
in diplomatic missions through- 
out the civilized world,” the note 
said. 

Bulgarian treatment of Heath, 
a career diplomat from Topeka, 
Kan., brought United States- 
Bulgarian relations dangerously 
near to breaking late last year. 

Heath’s name was mentioned 


of conspiring with American, 
British and Yugoslavian repre- 
sentatives to make Bulgaria a 
vassal of Yugoslavia. 

The indictment quoted Kostov 
as having said in a pre-trial con- 
fession that Heath had told him 
in 1947 that the Americans had 
an agreement with Yugoslav 
Premier Jesip (Tito) Broz. Heath 
has denied he ever met Kostov, 
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fied the court they do not accept 
its jurisdiction. 


Tito Envoy’s Recall Demanded. 


Strained relations between Bal- 
garia and Yugoslavia also grew 
worse yesterday. The Bulgarian 
Government demanded that Yugo- 
slav Ambassador Yossip Djerdja 
and two other Belgrade diplomats 
leave Sofia. At the same time, 
Sofia sent a note to Tito’s gov- 
ernment charging that its offi- 
cials had taken part in a revolt 
against Bulgaria. 


The Bulgarian press department 
announced that Yugoslav spies’ 
had been seized in Sofia and 
would be tried before a Bulgarian 
court. 


The note to Yugoslavia said the 
Kostov trial had proved that re- 
sponsible members of the Yugo- 
slay Government and officials of 
the Yugoslav embassy had acted 
in the alleged plot as inciters, in- 
spirers and organizers. It charged 
that Tito and his ministers had 
conspired with Kostov to seize 
the Pirin region of Bulgarian Ma- 
cedonia, to murder the late Pre- 
mier Georgi Dimitrov, annex Bul- 
Sng and make it a part of Yugo- 
slavia. 


Thé Bulgarian Communist party 
shook up its leddership shortly 
after announcement of the ar- 
rests for alleged espionage. One 
politburo member and six mem- 
bers of the party central commit- 
tee were expelled. They were 
charged with “not coping with 
their work” and with “dulled 
vigilance.”

DEMOCRATS BEAT 
TRUMAN ON KOREA 


If Two of Four House 
Votes Against Had 


Been For, Administra- 


tion Would Have Won.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
Republicans, aided by 61 Demo- 
crats, hung a “no-confidence” tag 
on the Administration’s Asiatic 
policies today after the 193 to 191 
House defeat of a Korean eco- 
nomic aid bill. 


Caught by surprise, the Ad- 
ministration took its severest for- 
eign policy blow since prewar 
days when 131 House Republicans 
joined 61 Democrats and one 
American Labor party Repre- 
sentative late yesterday to smash 
down the aid bill. 

They topped by two votes the 
170 Democrats and 21 Republi- 
cans who stayed in line for the 
measure, which the Senate passed 
in the last session with little show 
of opposition. 

4 Missouri Democrats Against. 

The bill would have authorized 
$60,000,000 more to round out a 
$120,000,000 program to help 
southern Korea keep its economy 
going in the face of the Com- 
munist-dominated Korean Gov- 
ernment to the north. 


Four Missouri Democrats vot- 
ed against the bill. They were 
P C. Jones, Kennett; Clare 
Magee, Unionville; Morgan M. 
Moulder, Camdenton, and Phil 
J. Welch, St. Joseph. If two of 
them had voted the other way, 
the Administration would have 
won.

TO GET $9,500,000

The $9,500,000 estate of Thomas 
S. Lee will go to his 80-year-old 
uncle, R. D. Merrill, wealthy Seat- 
tle lumber man. 

In a 16-year-old handwritten 
will, Lee, radio and automobile 
fortune heir. named his uncle as 
sole beneficiary. Merrill has ex- 
tensive Jumber interests in Wash- 
ington and British Columbia. His 
wife, who died in 1938, was the 
sister of the late Don Lee, fa- 
ther of Thomas and founder of 
the Don Lee automotive and ra- 
dio dynasty. . 

The younger Lee, 43, plunged 
to his death from the twelfth floor 
of an office building last Friday. 

The will, made in 1934, did not 
mention Mrs. Nora S. Patee, San 
Marino, Calif., Lee’s aunt and 
guardian of his person since he 
was adjudged mentally incompe- 
tent in 1948. Willet Brown and 
Lewis Allen Weiss have been man- 
aging the huge Lee business em- 
pire.

»\BEATS HOUSE RULE 
CHANGE, 236 TO 183 


Cheers Greet Defeat of 
Move to Give Coalition- 
Controlled Committee 
Power to Decide What 
Bills Reach Floor. 


TRUMAN PROGRAM 
TERMED REAL ISSUE 


Major Victory for Presi- 
dent—Retention of 21- 
Day Limit Opens Way 
for Calling Up FEPC 
Measure Monday. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
The Truman Administration to- 
day beat an effort by Republicans 
and Southern Democrats to change 
the House rules and grab control 
of the legislative program there. 

The roll call vote against chang- 
ing the rules was 236 to 183. 

There were cheers in the House 
when it was announced. 

Before the vote, a top Repub- 
lican and a top Democrat agreed 
that the real issue was “whether 
or not the entire Truman pro- 
gram will succeed or be defeat- 
ed.” 
Representative Leo Allen (Rep.), 
Illinois, put it that way. 

Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Tex- 
as, said Allen had stated the issue 
correctly and shouted: “Who won 
the election in 1948, anyhow?” 

Republicans jeered. 

Major Administration Victory. 

Actually, the meaning of the 
vote is hardly so sweeping as Al- 
len and Rayburn said it would be, 
On some issues, the Administra- 
tion still may lose in the legisla- 
tive session still ahead. 

It was a major victory for the 
administration, however, in that 
the vote prevented the Rules 
Committee fram taking tight con- 
trol over what measures are to ba 
considered on the House floor, 
Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats can control that committee, 

The vote was on a resolution 
that would have restored the 
Rules Committee’s power to hold 
bills indefinitely, thus determine 
ing what measures it would per- 
mit the House to vote on. A year 
ago this power of the Rules Com- 
mittee was clipped by a rule 
change that prevents the com- 
mittee from blocking legislation 
for more than 21 days. 

FEPC Bill Monday. 

Under the 21-day rule which 
the House today refused to 
change, Rayburn will be called 
upon Monday to recognize Labor 
Committee Chairman John Lesin- 
ski (Dem.), Michigan, for the pure 
pose of calling up the controver- 
sial bill to create a permanent 
Fair Employment Practices Come 
mission. Many of Rayburn’s cdne 
stituents oppose this legislation, 
and the Rules Committee has de-« 
layed reporting it. 

Today, however, he laid down 
his gavel and went on the House 
floor to make an urgent plea for 
rejection of the rules change. 

Representative Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, sponsor of the rules 
change, denied that his intent was 
to stymie President Truman’s pro« 
gram.

Supreme Court decision in 1948 
which outlawed the cement in- 
dustry’s multiple basing point 
pricing system—under which the 
industry quoted identical prices 
on cement all over the country, 
despite variations in freight costs. 

Many business men felt that the 
decision placed in jeopardy their 
own pricing practices involving 
freight absorption and uniform de- 
livering pricing. They asked Con- 
gress to clarify the anti-trust 
laws. 

The present bill provides that 
“it shall not be an unfair method 
of competition or an unfair or 
deceptive act or practice for a 
seller, acting independently, to 
quote or sell at delivered prices 
or to absorb freight.” 

It adds that this shall not 
make lawful any conspiracy or 
collusion. 

The bill also provides that a 
seller may justify price discrim- 
ination if he can show his lower 
price was made in good faith to 
meet competition.

SECOND HISS TRIAL 
IN HANDS OF JURY 


10-Year Term Possible if He} 
Is Convicted on Two Per- 
jury Counts. 


_ NEW YORK, Jan. 20 (AP)—The 
second perjury trial of Alger Hiss 
was given to a federal court jury 


today. The jury of eight women 
and four men received the case 
after United States District Judge 
Henry W. Goddard delivered a 33- 
minute charge. 

Hiss, former high State Depart- 
ment official, is accused of two 
counts of perjury, alleging that he 
lied in denying he passed secret 
documents to Whittaker Cham- 
bers, former courier for a pre- 
war Communist spy ring, and in 
stating that he did not see Cham- 
bers after Jan. 1, 1937. 

It was the thirty-ninth day of 
Hiss’s second trial. The first trial 
ended in a deadlock with eight 
jurors voting that Hiss was guilty 
and four voting that he was in- 
nocent. 

A conviction would subject Hiss 
to a possible penalty of 10 years 
in prison and a $4000 fine.

Nixon Move Assailed. 

The National Lawyers’ Guild is- 
sued its advance notices of the 
news conference last Tuesday. The 
next day Representative Nixon 
(Rep.), California, a member , of 
the House AJn-American Activities 
Committee; made public a letter 
té Chairman Wood of the commit- 
tee calling for an investigation of 
the Lawyers’ Guild. Citing this 
chronology yesterday, Durr 
branded Nixon’s’ action as a ma- 
neuver intended to intimidate the 
Guild and distract attention from 
the. real issue of individual lib~ 
erties. 

“If the Guild could be so 
easily intimidated,” Durr told the 
reporters, “it would have been 
out of existence long ago. The 
Congressman’s latest move is 
part of an old, old story. The 
House Committee pronounced its 
peculiar form of judgment on the 
Guild many years ago without 
benefit of a hearing, so an investi- 
gation at this late date would be 
a rather meanir~'--s ceremony,” 

The ‘Lawyers’ Guild-is not on 
the Attorney General's list of 
subversive organizations. It is, 
however, on the House Commit- 
tee’s list. 

Durr said there has never been 
anything secret abou the Guild 
or its activities. “If, however, 
the House Committee should want 
to know at »>ut individual mem- 
bers of the Guild,” he went on, 
“then it will have to take up the 
matter with t 2m personally, as 
the Guild requires no fingerprints 
or blood tests as a condition to 
membership, nor does it keep any 
tab on the race, religion or poli- 
tics of its members, their family 
life, their personal associations or 
‘their clients.” 

Cites Danger in FBI Tactics. 

A wider public knowledge of 
the Guild’. activities would be 
a good thing, said Durr, but the 
Guild also believes that a wider 
public knowledge of the activities - 
of the FBI is a vital thing. 

“Secrecy and _ representative 
government of the kind we en- 
joy,” he declared, ‘‘are wholly in- 
consistent. In a democratic so- 
ciety, it’s dangerous for the ac- 
tivities of any agency of govern- 
ment to be screened from public 
scrutiny and critcism. If our 
form of government is to function, 
~every public official must be held 
publicly accountable for his 
actions. A police agency is cer- 
tainly no exception. 
“Criticism of .Congress, the 
President, Cabinet officers and 
public officials generally, high and 
low, has traditionally been an im- 
portant American pastime as well 
as* an important business of 


“Such criticism;,. unfortunately, 
is sometime unfair and irrespon- 
sible, but we still regard it as an 
indication that our democracy is 
in a healthy condition. 

“But is it in a healthy condition 
when an official or an agency of 
government is granted immunity 
from criticism and the operations 
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ducted behind a screen of secrecy.

Question of H-Bomb. 


First, there is the question of 
whether or not this country 
should bégin the manufacture of 
hydrogen bombs. H-bombs will 
be enormously more destructive 
than present atomic bombs which 
are in turn enormously more de- 
structive than the bombs which/ 
te Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki. . 


Because this is so, the question. 
Has arisen whether new efforts. 
ought to be made to establish in- 
ternational control of the bomb. 
If that should fail, some people 
believe negotiations should be 
commenced directly with Russia, 


At his press conference yester- 
day the President left open the 
question of manufacturing the 
H-bomb. He did, however, deny 
that David Lilienthal, retiring 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commi§sion, had offered to go to 
Russia for a new effort to con- 
vince Stalin that the choice in 
atomic matters is between con- 
trol and the end of the world. 
Lilienthal is understood to be 
opposed to manufacture of H- 
bombs until after new under- 
standings are attempted. He is 
also in the camp of those who 
believe the utmost knowledge 
consistent with security must be 
made constantly available to the 
American people so they will 
know their danger. 


If past experience is any guide, 
Senator Bricker will take a po- 
sition in opposition to the Lilien- 
thal views. 


The H-bomb issue is so vital 
and so delicate, the President and 
his leaders will not even discuss 
it off the record. Leaks so far 
have come from sources which 
fear secrecy even more than they 
do international and _  congres- 
sional complications. 

U.S.-British Relations. 
A second crucial dilemma which 
the joint committee must solve 
in co-opération with the White 
House is that of exchange of 
atomic information with Canada 
and Britain. The British want 
their own stock pile of A-bombs 
in return for not joining, in the. 
race to manufacture them.

The Rats Are Back 
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As the Waters Swirl 

Once more floods are teaching their 
lesson in this part of the country.. According to’ 
the latest word, it may not be necessary to.open 
the New Madrid floodway to save Cairo. Still, 
some 9000 persons left their homes on the Army 
Engineers’ warning that the levees might be 
opened. Elsewhere in the Middle West at least 
as many have been evicted, by rising waters. 


And there is still the danger of more floods— : 


perhaps in April, the Missouri's favorite month 
for rampaging. 

The lesson of these floods, of course, is that 
the rivers must be controlled. Judging by the 
flood control appropriations which have been 
voted by Congress after Congress, it would seem 
to have been heeded. Yet for all that money, 
the floods are almost an annual occurrence. 

If horizons were widened just a little, how- 
ever, a real lesson might be learned. Not much 
farther than the proverbial stone’s throw from 
Cairo flows the Tennessee. In its dime, that 
stream behaved as badly as any Wabash or Ohio 
or Missouri. But they don't have floods along 
the Tennessee any more. And the reason is 
simple: the Tennessee Valley Authority recog- 
nized that flood control was more than a matter 
of building dams. 

It recognized the necessity, in the first place, 
for getting water into the ground instead of 
into the river. So it battled against erosion and 
all the bad land uses which contribute to un- 
natural run-offs. And TVA did more than that 
in planning the over-all control of the river en- 
trusted to its charge. It materialized the power 
potential of fhe river. And TVA made the river 
carry freight as it never had before. . Recrea- 
tional possibilities also were developed. In fact, 
by harnessing the Tennessee, its whole valley 
was improved; a backward area was turned into 
@ progressive one. 

Opportunities for similar transformations ex- 


,ist in many of the river valleys of the United 


States—most obviously in the Missouri Valley. 
Even if flood control were the chief considera- 
tion, an approach similar to that of the TVA 
would be useful in otKer watersheds. This is be- 
cause the TVA approach recognizes that a niinor 
flood on one stream may contribute to a major 
flood on another... If flood losses are to be min- 
imized, many of-the rivers of America ‘will have 
to be brought under co-ordinated control. 

But the contributions which rivers can make 
to better farming through irrigation and to 
greater productivity through cheap power and 
freight should, if possible, be part and parcel of 
the program for every river-region. Because it 


‘flows through a valley of declining population 


and mounting problems, the Missouri demands 
an early start on such controls. 

The Missouri river is contributing little if 
anything to the present high waters in the Cai- 
ro area. That flood is coming for the most part 
from the Ohio and its tributary, the Wabash. 
But the Missouri has produced its share and 
more of Mississippi river floods on other occa- 
sions. An MVA to harness the Missouri, like 
the TVA before it, would be another persuasive 
demonstration to the people along the Ohio, the 
Wabash and other unruly rivers that the scourge 
of floods need not come as inevitably as the 
march of the seasons. 


A False Charge of Molestation 


A Milwaukee girl's confession that she lied 
when she accused a man of molesting her is a 
needed note of warning. The entire nation is 
aroused by the wave of sex crimes. Laws to 
deal with perverts are being pondered in state 
legislatures and in Congress. While they should 
protect the victim and the potential victim, they 
should protect the unjustly accused also. 

The man whom the 13-year-old Milwaukee 
girl accused was convicted and has served three 
months of a one-to-two-year sentence. Too much 
blame cannot be attached to the girl. Most chil- 
dren have difficulty separating their self- 
dramatizing imagination from outright falsehood 
at one stage in their development. To ignore it 
in legislating and enforcing laws against sex 
offenders would be to ignére human nature. 

As a letter-writer who signed himself “Fair 
Play” said in a letter to the Post-Dispatch the 
other day, feeling against sex offenders should 
not be allowed to “crucify some totally innocent 
bystander.” Preventing it from doing so will in- 
volve, among other things, some safeguards in 
the standards of evidence that will prevent mis- 
carriages of justice as in the Milwaukee case.

Franco 
personifies Fascism, he-was-friendly to the Axis 
enemies in war. He supported Hitler as far as 
he thought it safe to do so, in exchange for the 
Axis divisions which put him in power, 

Mr. Acheson says the policy of partial recog- 
nition did not work, that it strengthened Franco 
rather than weakened him.~ Yet the economic 
position of the Spanish Government has. been 
growing worse. It-has become so bad that Spain 
could not pay her debts to Argentina, one of 
her few remaining friends, and the old ties of 
Hispanidad were loosened. 

Full recognition of Spain can only be intended 
to bail Franco out of his predicament. Mr. Ache- 
son makes it plain that Washington is “quite pre- 
pared” to let Franco have loans for specific 
projects. Would that strengthen Franco or not? 

It is also clear that the United States will 
have to lead in the new policy if the other UN 
countries are to follow. The French, the Brit-

ly opposed to everything Franco stands for, may 
reluctantly go along with us. But they will not 


respect our leadership. 


In the end, what do we gain? 

Dictator Franco has made it abundantly clear 
that he despises the United States, democracy, 
the free ballot, civil and religious liberty and 
every other major ideal of the American people. 

Now will he suddenly develop respect for 
these things? Or will he accept our ambassa- 
dor—and our money—and go his Fascist way?

Unfortu- 
nately, The Atomic Energy Committee does not 
have a perfect record by a long shot, but on 
the whole it has performed commendably.

Margarine has now been placed within the 
reach of the American consumer, without arbi- 
trary barriers, by act of Congress.

Any German is bound to feel disturbed 
when he considers how his country would 
stand in the event of an East-West con- 
flict. One certainly hopes that the occu- 
pying powers, conscious of their respon- 
sibility for the defense of their helpless 
charge, will do their best to protect this 
country as if it were their own. 

The problem is crystallized in the plain 
question: Is the West to be defended on 
the Elbe or only on the Rhine? Or, to 
put it from a German point of view: Will 
Western Germany be sacrificed — even 
temporarily—to a perhaps genuine higher 
strategic necessity? | 

On the one side stands the compact 
mass of an Eastern Army of 5,000,000. On 
the other, the variegated contingents of 
the peoples subscribing to Western Union 
and the Atlantic Pact; their numbers per- 
haps sufficient to protect. their several 
countries, but not to perform additional 
tasks outside their frontiers. 

The most obvious solution is to increase 
the occupation forces, and there seems no 
doubt now that the Atlantic partners have 
decided that the European countries shall 
be responsible for providing the ground 
troops.

INCREASINGLY, higher-paid workers in offices and factories 
are organizing themselves into classes and inviting brokerage houses 
to instruct them in the ways of finance. They are doing so because 
they are looking for ways to invest their surplus funds, and they 
‘want to be sure to investigate before they invest. Classes for 
potential women investors are also being held, and these are 
of importance because, what with the longer lives of women and 
the operation of the gift tax, a greater and greater proportion of 
American wealth is held by women. 

Wise modern brokers are carefully avoiding the high-pressure 
tactics of other days. They tell their customers they are not 
prophets, or sons of prophets; that they are not astrologers, either; 
otherwise, “we would all be rich.” They try to limit their counsel 
to known basic principles and establishable facts. Moreover, they 
discourage customers from outright gambling. Customers are told 
they should not invest until they have roofs securely over their 


THERE WAS A TIME when a young man fresh out of Yale 
or Princeton almost automatically went into the stock and bond 
business. Ordinarily, he knew very little about it and was sent 
out to peddle securities, about whose merits he hadn’t the slightest 
idea, to his wealthy family, relatives and friends. 

Nowadays, the tendency is for brokerage houses to put their 
young men through a course of training in order to equip them 
for the serious, solid task of handling other people’s money. 

All this, of course. is not just a voluntary exercise of virtue 
and prudence on the part’ of the brokerage fraternity. It is a 
process of survival. Not only has the social revolution of the 
last two decades redistributed the country’s wealth, thus forcing 
brokers to look to a new source for investment funds, but laws 
have been passed regulating the markets and the issuance of 
securities which must be obeyed. 

* So your modern brokerage office is a far less frivolous place 
than the old-time one. Gone,.to a large extent, are the board 
room jockeys and hangers-on who used to buy and sell every 
day to pick up fractional’ profits. High taxes on such transactions 
have ruined this kind of trading. Gone, too, are the big-shot market 


riggers who used to establish artificial values on stocks and unload 
them on the public.

With the 
clear and penetrating reason that 
distinguished his work on the Su- 
preme Court, Brandeis insisted on 
the individual’s right to privacy. 
To tap a telephone wire, said 
Brandeis, was just as much an in- 
vasion as to steam open a letter. 


‘Most Valued Right.’ 


He argued for “the right to be 
let alone—the most comprehensive 
of rights and the most valued by 
civilized man.” Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes wrote his own 
dissent, agreeing with Brandeis in 
denouncing wire-tapping, a prac- 
tice that he had called a “dirty 


business.” 


This discussion, and especially 
_the Brandeis citation, have called 
forth several editorials in South- 
ern newspapers. The Mobile 
(Ala.) press attacks FEPC as a 
/most outrageous violation of the 
right to be let alone: 


“This dictatorial agency would 
turn loose a horde of bureaucrats 
to pester freedom-loving Ameri- 
cans. . . . It would interfere in 
the affairs of employers and em- 
ployes. The former would lose his 
right to hire and fire or promote 
employes as he sees fit. The em- 
ploye would lose his right to 
choose his associates. FEPC would 
be ‘created for the primary pur- 
pose of destroying the right to be

Liberty Within Limits. 


That seems to me to be close 
to the heart of the argument. I 
have speculated on what Bran- 
deis, who was one of the wisest 
men I have known, might have 
said in response to this argu-

Obviously, in any society there 
must be limits on the right of 
the individual to be let alone. 
The criminal cannot be let alone 
to rob and murder. Nor can the 
psychopath be let alone to prey

Must Compromise. 


What it comes down to is the 
inevitable necessity of a compro- 
mise between the right of the in- 
dividual and the right of society 
as organized for all the complex 
purposes of modern life. When 
a relatively fair and reasonable 
compromise is reached, then we 
get a stable and well-adjusted 
society. 


It is here that one comes up 
against the problem of long- 
standing injustice and rank in- 
equality and the seeming ab- 
sence of fair play. At the bot- 
tom of the depression in the early 
‘30s millions of Americans were 
in possession of the right to be 
let alone, but they were being let 
alone to go hungry and jobless. 

In my opinion, discrimination 
that penalizes a man because of 
his color or his creed is unjust. 
In a time of change when dy- 
namic pressures are applied from 
every side, such injustices lead 
to tensions and frustrations that 
can undermine society. So the 
choice may be to risk some en- 
croachment on the right of the 
individual in order to strike a 
fairer and more decent balance. 
And that is, of course, always a 
very great risk. 


A Milder Version. 


Opinions are shifting rapidly in 
these matters, in the South as 
well as in the North. A fair- 
minded Southerner who has done 
a great deal of thinking is Rep- 
resentative Brooks Hays of Ar- 
kansas. Hays some time ago in- 
troduced his own anti-lynching 
bill, and he has now put in his 
own version of FEPC as a sub- 
stitute for the Administration 
measure. 

The Hays FEPC bill has no pro- 
vision for punishment. It rests 
on education and persuasion. To 
what degree it would cure the 
existing injustices and thereby 
make for a saner and better- 
balanced society is a question to 
be considered in a _ following 
column.

All applications for small busi- 
ness loans must be made through 
local banks, not directly to Chase.

In this fusion a lot of energy 
is given off. The amount is seven 


times greater than the energy |° 


from an equal weight of the split- 
ting atoms in A-bombs. So this 
hydrogen bomb rates about 1000 


times stronger than an A-bomb’ 


because of possibly less trouble 
in handling the mass. 


To produce this explosion, you 
need temperatures and pressures 
of millions of degrees and pounds, 
such as exist in the sun. An A- 
bomb gives you both—but only 
momentarily. 

The -question is—can science 
use this momentary A-bomb flash 
to set off a hydrogen bomb? . 

The troubles are serious. It is 
true that hydrogen does just this 
in the sun and stars to make 
their heat. But the change is 
not directly hydrogen into heli- 
um. The hydrogen first changes 
carbon into nitrogen, the latter 
into oxygen and then down the 
scale to helium as the final prod- 
uct. 

That process may take too long 
to furnish an explosion. It would 
also require many times more 
carbon ip the bomb than hydro- 
gen. There’s no evidence that if 
you started the hydrogen flash 
it could continue by itself long 


enough to explode. In fact, some | 


scientists have held that only sus- | 
tempera- | 


tained million-degree 
tures would make it possible. 


Little Known of Process. 
On the other hand, the pros- 
pects for success rest on a num- 
ber of facts. One is that scarcely 
anything is yet known about the 


} 


details of this process of nature. | 


This means possible short-cuts | 
to be discovered. It is a fact that | 
there are three kinds of hydrogen 
to play with, plain, double weight 
—known to'the public as heavy 
water—and a triple weight hydro- 
gen, known as tritium, and with 
some mean radioactivity. These 


complicate and increase the pos-| 
sibilities. 

A five-year chain of events 
leads up to the present hydro- 
gen bomb. Soon after the war 
ended, Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, 
chancellor of the University of 
Chicago, said new horrors in 
physics laboratories might make 
the A-bomb obsolete in five years. 
He did not explain. 


Rumors of H-Bomb. 


In 1946, the hydrogen bomb 
was named by John J. McCloy, | 
then Assistant Secretary of War. 
He said his information came 
from scientists who had actually 
worked on the A-bomb. | They 
told him that, working at the 
wartime pace, we were within two 
years of producing a hydrogen- 
helium type bomb 1000 times 
more powerful. Dr. E. P. Wigner 
of Princeton said the hydrogen 
reaction would yield seven times | 
greater energy.

A patent suit in which Perma-

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Gabby’s 1937 Suggestion 

To Joplin Pays Off 

JOPLIN, Mo., Jan. 20. 
HE Downtown Lions Club of 
T Joplin held an important 
meeting during the winter 
of 1937. The guest speaker that 
day was Charles Evard Street 
and the Old Sergeant, after tell- 
ing his usual string of colorful 
baseball stories, waxed serious. 

“There’s something I'd like to 
tell you seriously,” Gabby told 
the Lions. “Why don’t you do 
something for the kids in this 
town who would like to play 
baseball? You talk a lot about 
fighting juvenile. delinquency, 
but here’s a program I believe 
will pay off. Organize baseball 
leagues for young boys 12 to 16 
years old. Build some base- 
ball diamonds. Buy some bats 
and balls. Organize some leagues. 
Take some of your week-end 
time and supervise the kids’ 
games. I believe you'll find it 
will pay off.” 

The Downtown Lions Club 
didn’t let the Street talk go into 
one ear and out the other. 
Somebody called a meeting. A 
league was organized. Money 
was put up for a half dozen bats 
and a dozen balls and a mask 
and pad for a catcher. Some- 
body offered the use of a trac- | 
tor and mower to clean up a 
baseball field. And in no timie 
at all the kids were playing 
baseball under the sponsorship 
of the Lions. 

Yesterday, on the outskirts of 
Joplin, a baseball pak for kids 
was dedicated. It was named 
after Gabby Street, just as the 
league was named after the man 
who suggested the activity. To- 
day there are 32 leagues play- 
ing under the Gabby Street 
League banner, sponsored by 
the Lions. The new park, in 
its early stages of preparation, is 
big enough for a big league 
park. There are steel girders 
to support a stand behind home 
plate, so fathers and mothers 
and relatives can watch the kids 
play. There are plans for big- 
ger stands and other parks. But 
Joplin has made a fine begin- 
rifng. 

Dedication Is One of 
Street Day Features. 
HE park dedication was one 
, T setivity of a day of cere- 
monies honoring old Gabby 
Street, former manager of the 
Cardinals and Browns and one 
of the colorful figures of base- 
ball. Gabby took a morning 
Session at high school in stride 
and then the dedication of a 
boulevard named in his honor. 
He was unruffled through a 
luncheon and another gathering 
of kids after lunch. But the 
thing that pleased Gabby most 
was that ball park, namedin his 
honor and dedicated as a gift 
for all time to the boys of Jop- 
lin. He told the home folks 
that he had had a lot of honors 
during his long life in baseball, 
but that he would cherish this 
kids’ ball park above every- 
thing else. 

It struck this observer as an 
appropriate time to repeat a sug- 
gestion made in this column last 
summer when some member of 
the Cardinals was being hon- 
ored with a day. Gifts to the 
ball player included savings 
bonds and cash amounting to 
approximately $6000. The Lions 
disclosed here yesterday that 
the, had purchased the ground 
and put up the stands, thus far, 
spending only about $4500. It 
so happened that the Cardinal 
ball player was in the upper sal- 
ary bracket and that Uncle Sam 
took a great part of that $6000 
gift from the fans. + 

How much better, how much 
more permanent the satisfac- 
tion, if the ball player had as- 
signed that cash gift to con- 
struction of a ball park for the 
kids in his home town, or some 
small town.

Crowds of amazing size lined 
the streets for the afterneon pa- 
rade in Gabby’s honor.

“Here is a suggestion that all 
managers should take,” Rickey 
began. “In a _ situation where 
runners are on first and second 
with nobody out and a hopeless 
hitter at the plate, he should or- 
der two outfielders in, thus mak- 
ing a six-man infield and a one- 
man outfield. The first and third 
baseman should move in 20 feet 
down the line. Then you're equal 
to all occasions. 

Plenty of Hopelessness. 

“We have plenty of hopeless 
hitters in our league. I have some 
on my club. I have a pitcher who 
never in his life has been able to 
hit a ball to the outfield. Yet 
there always are three utterly 
useless outfielders always waiting 
for him to hit one. How stupid 
can they be?” 

Rickey said six of the Dodgers 
tried the six-man infield idea last 
year and it proved successful. 

“I hope the Brooklyn club tries 
it every day this year,” he added, 
“and I assure you we're going to 
win the pennant.”

Soccer Program

After a conference with Walter 
Giesler regarding the practicabil- 
ity of intercollegiate soecer at St.

But, no decision has been made 
yet, Durney warned. 

“We're still in the inquiry 
stage,” he explained. “Maybe 
nothing will come of it. At any 
rate, it will take a month or two 
of investigation before a report

I don’t know whether you 
think your obligations end when you pay the rent and grocery 
bills, but you make it sound that way. I'll take you more 
literally than you intend and join you in asking just what a 
wife is entitled to get out of marriage. —~

-’ THERE ABE CERTAIN things that are hers by right, 
merely from marrying a husband. There are a lot of other 
things that are privileges, not rights. No wife has a right, for 
instance, to a mink coat or a limousine and chauffeur. If she 
gets those things, they are privileges. Her husband is under 
ne obligation to provide them, There are several things which 
he is under obligation to provide, however. If he isn’t willing 
to provide these things, he has no right to marry: 

1. Emotional security. I'm not listing these in order of 
importance, but this one would appear on any list. It's a 
textbook name for loyalty—no flirting with other women, no 
two-timing, and so on. | 

“2. Emotional support. This means building up ‘her self- 
respect, helping her to gain or keep self-confidence, instead of 
tearing it down by sneers, criticism, and belittling. You must 
respect her individuality. 

3. Economic support—of course. The law requires that. 

4. A normal sexual life. 

5. Children, if she wants them and can have them. 

6. Companionship. If you aren't willing to give that, you 
had no.business to marry. You should have hired a servant, 
instead. 

7. A normal social life. She's entitled to, and must have, 
association with other people; and if a woman is married, this 
means that she is entitled to some of her husband's time, in 
that social life. :

Ouipost in the Fight Against Polio 


Warm Springs for Rich and Poor Alike—a Place Without an Unhappy Face 


By Henry McLemore 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Jan. 20. 
HE Mareb of Dimes campaign 
is under way, and I am here 
on a visit to the place that is 

the first outpost in the fight 

against polio. 

Most people have the wrong 
impressiop about Warm Springs, 
and I did too until I got here. 

Because of the late President 
Roosevelt's love for the place— 
because of the “Little White 
House” being here—millions of 
people think that Warm Springs 
is a place devoted to the rich. 
Millions believe that it is some 
sort of a fashionable spa, where 
only those who have money may 
get treatment. 

How wrong the® are — how 
completely wrong. 


Ninety per cent of the men, 


women and children who are 
here are here because of the 
money the citizens of this coun- 
try have given to fight polio. 
Those who can pay—and they 
are very few—pay, yes. They 
pay because they want fo and 
are able to pay. 

But there is no distinction be- 
tween the rich and poor at Warm 
Springs. A man with a million 
dollars can get no better room 
than the patient who is here for 
free. Treatment and living quar- 
ters are the same for all. 

The same doctors treat every- 
one. They all eat the same food. 
They have the same view of the 
blue-wrapped Georgia hills from 
their windows. 

I say from my heart that never, 
never, in all my experience, have 
I ever seen an institution that is 
run from the heart as much as 
is Warm Springs. eae 

Christmas is far past, but what 
did I see when I went to the 
children’s ward today? The chil- 
dren’s ward is filled with little 
boys and girls, few of whom are 
more than five years old. They. 
don’t understand what poljo is 
all about, but they do know about 
Santa Claus. 

I didn’t cry, but I wanted to, 
when I saw the little ones with

Comeback oh Ex-Chiet of Detectives 


Thomas J. Paagis, \ vene Was Friend. of ea Lazia, on Equal ii With Kansas adil Chiat

(Twelfth in a series of articles 
on unsolved crimes, political cor- 
ruption and iain daar in 
Kansas City. ) 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 20. 
FEW hours after the Union 
Station massacre in June 
1933, in which four police 

officers and their prisoner were 
machine-gunned to death, Johnny 
Lazia, underworld boss and “un- 
official chief of police,” consulted 
his good friend, Chief of Detec- 
tives Thomas J. Higgins. 

Lazia assured the detective 
chief that “no local gangsters 
were mixed up in it.” That was 
good enough for Higgins but not 
good enough for the FBI. The 
G-men found Lazia was lying. The 
facts were that the gang boss had 
hired two notorious gunmen who 
often stayed in Kansas City, 
Charies (Pretty Boy) Floyd and 
Adam Richetti, to assist Verne 
C. Miller in the attempt to free 
Frank Nash from his escort of po- 
lice officers. Lazia not only ar- 
ranzed the attempt to liberate 
Nash but also arranged to get 
Floyd and Richetti safely out of 
Kansas City. 

In the furious investigation that 
followed the massacre, federal 
agents learned that Higgins had 
told another Kansas City police 
officer: “This is no a police mat- 
ter. Hands off. Have nothing to 
do with it.” 

Higgins denied to a grand jury 
that he ever made such a state- 
ment. 4is denial led to his in- 
dictment for perjury. - Police Di- 
rector Zugene C. Reppert, who 
had consulted with Lazia daily on 
appointments to police jobs and 
police investigations, also was in- 
dicted for perjury. 

At Reppert’s trial, Higgins told 
of his conversation with Lazia in 
which the debonair gang boss had 
assured him outsiders had com- 
mitted the massacre. Then Hig- 
gins was asked for Lazia’s police 
record. Higgins said he was sorry 
but that would be impossible be- 
cause he was under the impres- 
sion the file had been “removed” 
15 or 20 years earlier. 

A jury acquitted Reppert of per- 
jury and the charge against Hig- 
gins wa. dismissed. Reppert re- 
signed from the police force; Hig- 
gins stayed on. 

Early on the morning of July 
10, 1934, Lazia was shot to death 
by two men who waited for him at 
the Park Central Hotel, where he 
lived, and: blasted- him with ma- 
chine gun and shotgun fire as he 
stepped from his car. 

“I'm shot!” Lazia shouted to 
his companion-bodyguard, Charles 
Vincenzo Carollo. “Get Marie 
(Mrs. Lazia) out of here. Step on 
it, Charlie!” 

As Carollo drove away, the 
shots continued. The killers ad- 
vanced on Lazia, lying in the 


driveway, gues directly into his- 


Explaining the murder later, 
Detective Chief Higgins said: 
“Lazia was killed because he tried 
to protect Kansas City business 
men and others from an organ- 
ized mob of out-of-town gangsters 
who came to Kansas City and 
conducted a campaign of terror.” 
A man “higher up” directed the 
killing, Higgins declared, adding 
“The department has solved the 
killing. We know the man higher 
up and can pick him up. any 
time.” Unfortunately, the “man 
higher up,” if he — at all, 
never was picked up 

Higgins léskeined. ‘as chief of 
detectives until 1939, when he was 
demoted to lieutenant by a new 
police chief, Lear B. Reed, for- 


‘mer FBI agent. In a short time 


Higgins resigned. 

Not much was heard from him 
for 10 years. During that time he 
held jobs as a War Department 
investigator, he said, and as a 
deputy under Sheriff Jean A. Pur- 
dome, 

Now Higgins is back in the 
police department in a newly- 
created post, superintendent of 
police. He was placed in that 
$400-armonth job by the present 
police board, controlled by 
Charles Binaggio, the rising 
Democratic boss of Kansas City. 

Higgins reports only to the po- 

lice board. His job puts him on 
an equal footing with Chief of 
Police Henry W. Johnson. 
' Not knowing whether Johnson 
or Higgins is the real head of 
the department, most members of 
the force steer clear of Higgins 
and give him little information. 
His assignment primarily is to 
investigate a long list of unsolved 
murders and try to crack one or 
more of them. A detective ser- 
geant is assigned to aid him. 


A ruddy, bald man, now 66 
years old, Higgins occupies a 
small office in a far corner of the 
detective bureau at Police Head- 
quarters. On the day he started 
work last May, two large baskets 
of flowers arrived, without cards. 

Higgins was alone when the 
writer dropped in for a chat. He

was quite willing to discuss his 
new job and the crime situation 
in general. 

“Kansas City is one of the 
cleanest towns in the United 
States,” he asserted flatly. “Gang- 
sters? We have no gangsters.” 

When the reporter mentioned 
the names of Charles Gargotta, 
James Balestrere, Tony Gizzo and 
others, 
with a wave of the hand, saying: 
“They're all , home-town_ boys. 
They’ve lived here all their lives. 
They have businesses here. They 
want things to be quiet and 
peaceful and they never cause any 
trouble.” 

x *« * 
SKED what he was doing to 
investigate the unsolved mur- 
ders, Higgins explained: “I’m 
waiting for someone to come in 
with some information on the 
Wolf Rimanhn case and ‘on. the 
others. That’s all we can do now 

—wait for a good tip. 

“These murder cases are tough. 
The detective bureau sent men 
all over the United States, but 
hasn’t been able to get a break. 
That’s what I’m waiting for—a 
break. 

“T’ve been in on hundreds of 
killings and kidnapings. It’s not 
Pasy to clean them up unless 
you've got good sources of infor- 


“mation. We solved all the kidnap- 


ings except one. 

“The Board just wants me to do 
what I can to clean up those 
murders and help out wherever 
I can.” 

The murders which Higgins 
hopes to solve with the aid of 
old stool-pigeon friend are the 
following: 

Joe (Buggy) Anch, specialist in 
holdups of gambling games, found 
shot to death under a viaduct 
Jan. 22, 1946. He had been ar- 
rested 30 times and convicted 
once. He was shot five times 
in the head. Police thought he 
had been killed elsewhere and his 
body hidden under the viaduct. 
Gamblers’ revenge was believed 
to be the motive for the murder. 

Deputy Sheriff Louis Cuccia, 
killed Jan. 30, 1946, by machine 


Higgins dismissed them* 
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gun bullets probably intended for 
Nick Civella, who was sitting in 
an automobile with him in front 
of a liquor store. Civella was an 
associate of Anch, murdered eight 
days earlier. Cuccia was shot to 
death by a gunman who fired five 
times from an automobile that 
drew alongside his car. Civella 
was unhurt. 

Thomas Lee Kelley, -convicted 
jewel thief, shot in the head with 
a small caliber pistol. His body 
was found in a pile of discarded 
tree limbs April 20, 1946.

Nichols was killed five days later 
just outside the city. He also 
knew he was to be killed. 

John C. Heilman, garage oper- 
ator, sfot to death by a masked 
man who appeared at the front 
door of his home Nov. 2, 1946. 
Heilman’s wife was wounded. 

William H. (Silkk Hat Harry) 
Herring, shot and killed Nov. 23, 
1946 by a gunman who lay in 
wait at night in a vacant lot. 
Herring, who had served two rob- 
bery sentences, was thought to 
have been killed by gamblers 
whose games he had held up. He 
was also a jewel thief. The after- 
noon and evening before he was 
killed, he told friends he had 
“got on to something hot” and 
did not expect to live. He left a 
small sum of money with friends 
for safekeeping and wished them 
“good luck and happy living.”

South acted correctly in going 
to four hearts after his partner 
bid so strongly. Unfortunately, 
South’s playing tech- 
nique could not cope with the 
problem that was presented. 

West made his best lead, the 
spade ten. Dummy won, and de- 
clarer cashed the ace and king of 
trumps. He then cleared the dia- 
mond suit, knocking out West's 
ace, but at this stage South was 
fighting for a lost cause! West 
cashed the heart queen, drawing 
a trump from declarer as well as 
from dummy, and then simply ex- 
ited with a spade. Declarer could 
not ruff both of dummy’s low 
spades with the one trump re- 
maining in his hand, and as a con- 
sequence lost one spade trick, one 
trump, one diamond and one club. 

In a case of this sort, it is vital 
to establish the side suit (dia- 
monds here) while simultaneously 
preserving one’s trump length. 
This is true even though there is 
some danger that the opponents 
will get in a ruff. Thus, after 
winning the first, trick and draw- 
ing no more than one trump, 
South should have led a diamond 
to the king. West might as well 
win, and now he would be help- 
less! On his spade return, dum- 
my would win, and declarer could 
ruff a spade, not caring whether 
he was over-ruffed with West's 
high trump. This line of play 
would leave South with enough 
trumps to ruff both of dummy’s 
low spades; it would leave him in 
control of the trump suit, and 
with an established diamond suit. 
In a word, it would hold the de- 
fenders to one trump trick, one 
diamond and one club, and de- 
prive them of the spade trick 
which set the contract.
